MINTMASTER’S QUILL: An Editor’s Prerogative 


Some years ago, while at the local PIP print shop----P/P meaning Postal Instant Press, which was a @ 
franchise mass printing and copying business----|, at the counter, was exchanging jokes and laughs with Chet Ryan, 
the owner and who had had several businesses over the years. Chet was easy-going, and always one for a chuckle. 
At the time, the popular jokes involved and revolved around the American Express advertising about ‘Don’t Leave 
Home Without It’. This, for those of us who remember, had several spin-offs. Anyway, Chet and I laughed and 
chuckled, and he retorted that “he was not going,” regardless of the American Express offer. The punch-line is that 
some fifteen years or so later, I read Chet’s obituary in the local TIMES-HERALD. 


The moral is that ‘you are going’, and the cruelties are that you do not know when, and maybe even how; 
and, unless ‘Big G’, the ‘Big Man Upstairs’, and Saint Peter change the rules, you cannot take---- ‘don’t leave home 
without ’----your collections. 


Death and collections do not seem alike or akin; however, for any coin hobbyist, numismatist, coin 
collector, or exonumist, these two are facts of life. 


My recent experiences with the late Gordon R. Donnell and my experiences, over the decades, with. 
hobbyists, of all avocations and intensities, have prompted me to reflect and to offer insights with these two vital 
issues: your certain death and your accumulations of a life time. 


First, and foremost, the matter of a current, complete, and correct Will, or Living Trust, is imperative. 
Today’s laws, the potential of collections being a signifi cant financial asset to both an Estate and Heirs, the matters 
of divorce and children and step-children, and such require that any hobbyist needs to have a professionally prepared 
and regularly reviewed Will or Living Trust. My experiences over the decades have confirmed the failure to have a 
Will or have a Will updated and adjusted, all to the disadvantage of the Estate and its Heirs. - - Rm 


the Executors. Too often, such mundane matter is dismissed to the spouse or children or a dear and longtime friend, 
and for a hobbyist, the reality is that nearly in all three, none have any expertise with numismatics and, worse, often 
have dismissed the collections with causal remarks, ‘well, that was your Dad’s hobby’ or ‘his coins’. 


Second, while a Will or Living Trust is easily accepted and acknowledged, the key missing components are Be 


The ramifications of an inexperienced Executor or Executors for any significant collection are crisis, for — 
decisions have to be made during the emotional burden of the passing of a love one. I still recollect a wife crying to 
me on the telephone over her late and beloved husband and ‘his stamp collection’, and over the years, I have been 
called by lawyers and others to review. collections, since candidly most anyone in the legal profession has no 
knowledge of numismatics. Therefore, I advocate that a hobbyist have more than one Executor, with all the 
necessary safeguards and directives, and that these Executors have current and complete knowledge of one’s 
holdings, and in addition, have specific written instructions as to any preferences and requests.

Third, in recent conversations with several notable California coin hobbyists, one common reframe is being 
echoed: ‘maybe I should begin disbursing or distributing or doing something now rather than burdening my family’. : 
1 cannot offer much as to that approach; however, it does recognize one element often over looked by many 
hobbyists: the years, or even decades, that one has given to, work on, assemble his or her collections. No price tag or 
probate court judgment can measure that worth. 


These are shared, and comments as well as other thoughts would be welcomed. The point is that a hobbyist 
needs to consider his or her collection when the day, as it shall, comes and he joins the ‘big coin club in the sky’. 


Failure not to always burden one’s family and friends. 


Remember: Have Fun With Your Hobby! Always Serve Others! Enjoy Your Collecting! And, Create 
Hope and Do Good!

BAD MORGAN DOLLARS SURFACING 
IN NORTHERN CALIFORNIA 


The Professional Coiima Grading Service, Inc. (PCGS) has become aware of 
groups of bed Morgan Dollars being offered for sale in several Northern California 
locations and a few locations outside of California. Common date Morgan dollars 
are being altered by grinding down two different coins and pairing the obverse of 
one coin with the reverse of another to create the illusion of a rarer date Morgan 
Dollar. Tae coins are then placed in tampered PCGS holders with counterfeit 
inserts. With careful scrutiny it 1s not difficult to tell the coins and the holders have 


been altered. Dates being offered include 1883-S, 1884-S, 1889-O, 1886-O, 1896- 


5, 1€01-S, 1903-8; }904-S, and several key CC dates. 


The coins are often offered through Craigslist. After making contact with a 
potential buyer, the seller will then arrange to meet and conduct the transaction — 
often requesting a cash payment. Occasionally the seller has visited local coin 
shops and cffered the coins for sale. There are several different people who are 
actually making contact with the potential buyers. 


PCS ts currently workiag with several local police departments to put an end to 
this fraud. Two arrests 1¢ve been made — one in Alameda and another in Concord. 
In addition, PCGS anc several of the victims have been working to get either the 
Secret Service or the F BJ involved. PCGS has alerted Craigslist about the fraud. 


To crotect vourself, you should be alert to offers of better date Morgan Dollars 
roin unfamiliar sources. If you are offered any better date Morgan Dollars, look 
caretulby at the coin and the holder and make sure you are comfortable that it is 
genuine. [f the offer seers too good to be true or if the transaction seems 
uncomfortable in envy wav, you should probably decline the offer. If you 
become aware of any offers of bad Morgan Dollars or any other 
coins, please contact Steve Mayer, Collectors Universe at
